No. 11546 /Dev/M/66 — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Notification F. No. 5/4-65-GP dated 11th 
January 1965 of the Ministry of Home Affairs, Govern- 
ment of India, the Lt. Governor, Pondicherry, hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of re- 
cruitment to Class 11/Technical Posts in the Medical and 
Public Health Department, Government of Pondicherry, 
Pondicherry. 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Gov- 
ernment of Pondicherry.. Medical and Public Health De- 
partment Class II (Technical) P-ecruitment Rules, 1966. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply for recruit- 
ment to the posts of Deputy Director of Medical Ser- 
vices (Planning) Medical Superintendent, General Hospi- 
tal, Pondicherry, Medical Superintendent, T.B. Sanato- 
rium, District T.B. Control Officer and Health Officer 
(Filaria) specified in Col. (1) of the Schedule hereto 
annexed. 

3. Number of posts, their classification and scales of 
Pay. — -The number of the said posts, their classification 
and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specifi- 
ed in Col. (2) to (4) of the Schedule. 

4. Methods of recruitment, age limit and other quali- 
ficat'ons . — The methods cf recruitment to the said posts, 
age limit, qualifications and other matters relathig thereto 
shall be as specified in Col. f5) to (13) of the said 
Schedule. 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and 
L68GI/66 (57) 


other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the general orders of the Lt. Governor issued from time 
to time. 

5. Any Medical Graduate appointed to these poste 
shall, if so required, be liable to serve in any Defence 
Service or post connected with the Defence of India, 
for a period of not less than four years including the 
period spent on training, if any : 

Provided that such persons, 

(a) Shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after 
the expiry of ten years from the date of 
appointment. 

(b) Shall not ordinarily be required to serve as 
aforesaid after attaining the age of forty-five 
years. 

6. Disqualifications. — 1. No person who has more than 
one wife living or who, having a spouse living, marries 
in any case in which such marriage is void by reason of 
its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall 
be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. 

7. No woman whose marriage is void by reasons of the 
husband having a wife living at the time of such marriage 
or who has married a person who has a wife living at 
the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Lt. Governor may, if satisfied that 
there are special grounds for so ordering, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule.

Silvassa, the 1 6th April 1966 

No. ADM/SUP/9H. — In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 
1955 (10 of 1955), read with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Food tnd Agri- 
culture (Dcptt. of Food) published under G, S. R. 1182, 
dated the 17th August 1965, in the Gazette of India, 
Part II, Section 3, sub-section (I), dated 17th August 
1965, the Administrator, Dadra and N agar Haveli is 
hereby pleased to make the following order namely: — 

1. Short tide extent and commencement. 

(1) This order may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli Fuodgrains Dealers Licensing Order, 
1966, 

(2) It extends to tho whole of the Union Territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli (hereinafter refer- 
red to as the Territory). 

(3) It shall come into force immediately. 

2. Definitions ; in this order, unless the context other- 
wise requires :■ — 

(a) "dealer” means any person who whether for 
commission, remuneration or otherwise, carries 
on the business of purchase, sale or storage for 
sale of any foodgratn in quantity of five quintals 
or more at any one time, or in quantity of ten 
quintals or more of the all foodgrains taken 
together, but does not include a person who : 

(i) stores any foodgrains product by aim by per- 
sonal cultivation; and 

(ii) does not engage in the business of purchase or 
sale of foodgrains; 

(b) “Foodgrains” means any one or more of the 
foodgrains specified in Schedule I to this order 
including products of such foodgrains other than 
husk and bran; 

(c) “form" means a form set forth in schedule II 
to this order; 

(d) "Licensing authority" means the Matnlatdar or 
the Purchase & Supply Officer or any other 
officer appointed by the Collector to exercise 
the powers and perform the duties of the licens- 
ing authority under this order; 

(e) "retailer 5 ’ means a dealer who sells foodgrains 
to a person other than a dealer;

3. Licensing of dealers ; — 

(1) No person shall cariy on business as a dealer 
except under and in accordance with the terms 
and conditions of a licence issued in this behalf 
by the licensing authority.. 

(2) For the purpose of this clause, any person who 
stores any foodgrain in quantity of five quintals 
or more of any one of the foodgrains or ten 
quintals or more of all the foodgrains taken 
together, at any one time shall, unless the con- 
trary is proved, be deemed to be a dealer. 

(4) Issue of Licence 

(1) Every application for the issue or re-issue of a 
licence or renewal thereof shall be made to the 
licensing authority in form ‘Ah 

(2) Every license issued ie-issued or renewed under 
this order shall be in form ‘B’. 

5. Period of Licence and fees chargeable :~ 

( 1 ) Every licence granted under this order shall be 
valid for a period ending on the 31st December 
of the year in which it is issued and may be 
renewed for a period of one year at a time 
before the last day of February next follow- 
ing. 

(2) The holder of a licence may obtain from the 
licensing authority a duplicate of the licence 
issued to him but which is lost, destroyed or 
defaced; 

(3) The fee specified below shall be chargeable in 
respect oi each lice, tee, namely : — 

For issue of a Licence . , , . Rs. V- 

For renewal of Licence . . . . Rs. 2/- 

For issue of a duplicate .. Rs. 5/- 

(4) A separate licence shall bo obtained by a dealer 
for each place of business. 

6. Application for licence and Deposit of Security : — 
Every person shall apply lor a licence withm thirty days 
of tne commencement of this order and every person 
applying for a licence under this Order after such com- 
mencement shall, bciore such licence is issued to him, 
deposit with the licensing authority:— 

(1) A sum of Rs, 500/- if he is a wholesaler; and 

(2) A sum of Rs. 100/- if be is a retailer by way of 
cash security for the due performance of the 
conditions subject to which the licence is grant- 
ed to him. 

7. Power to refuse licence : — The licensing authority 
may, after giving, the dealer concerned as opportunity of 
staling his case and for reasons to be recorded in writing 
refuse to grant or renew a licence. 

8. Contravention of Conditions of Licence : — No 
holder of a licence issued under tins order, or Ms agent 
or servant or any other person acting on his behalf shall 
contravene any of the terms or conditions of the licence 
and if any such holder or agent or servant or any other 
person acting on bis behalf contravenes any of the said 
terms or conditions, then, without prejudice to any other 
action that may be taken against him, his licence may be 
cancelled or suspended by order in writing of the licens- 
ing authority. 

Provided that co order shall be made under this clause 
unless the licensee has been given a reasonable opportu- 
nity of stating his case against, the proposed cancellation 
or suspension. 

S. Cancellation of licence on contravention of an order 
under The Essential Commodities Act, 1 965, relating to 
foodstuffs : — Notwithstanding any thing contained in 
clause 8. where a licensee has been convicted by a court 
cf Jaw of contravention of any order made under section 
3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) 
relating to foodstuffs, including edible oil reeds and oils, 
the licensing authority may, by order in writing cancel 
his licence, 
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(d) Scarc. 1 , seize and remove s ock, of food- 
grains and the animals, vehicles, vessels 
or other conveyances used in carrying the 
said ioodgrains in contravention of the 
provisions of this order, or of the condi- 
tions ci the licence issued thereunder and 
ije.fcui>er take or authorise the taking of 
ail measures accessary for securing the 
produce ion of stocks of foodgrains and the 
animals, vehicles, vessels or other convey- 
ances so seized, in a court and for their 
safe custody pending such production.

licensee after the termination of the licence. 

11. Appeal : — 

( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by any order of the licens- 
ing authority refusing to issue, re-issue or 
renew a licence or cancelling or suspending a 
ticeace or forfeiting the secunty deposited by 
the licensee under the provisions of this Order 
may appeal to the Collector within 30 days 
alter the date of the receipt by him of such 
order. 

Provided that the Collector may admit an appeal 
after the expiry of the said period of 30 days 
if the appellant satisfies him that he had suffi- 
cient cause for not preferring the appeal within 
such period. 

(2) No order shall be made under this clause unless 
the aggrieved person has been given a reason- 
able opportunity of stating his case. 

(3) Pending the disposal of any appeal, the Collec- 
tor may direct that the order refusing to renew 
a licence or the order cancelling or suspending 
a licence shall not take effect until the appeal is 
disposed of. 

12. Powers of entry, search, seizure etc. : — 

(1) The licensing authority or any other Officer 
authorised by the Collector in this behalf may 
with such assistance, if any, as he thinks fit, 

(at require the owner, occupier or any other 
person in charge cf any place, premises, 
vehicle, or vessel in which he has reason 
ro believe that any contravention of the 
provision of this Order or the conditions 
of any licence issued thereunder has been, 
is being, or is about to be committed, to 
produce any book, accounts, or other docu- 
ments showing transactions relating to such 
contravention; 

(b) enter, inspect, or break open and search 
any place cr premises vehicle or vessel in 
which he has reason to believe that any 
contravention of the provifions of this, 
order or of the condition of any licence 
issued thereunder, has been, is being or is 
about to be committed; 

(e) take or cause to be taken extracts from 
or copies of, any documents showing 
transactions relating to such contravention 
which ate produced before liim, or search 
for and seize or cause to be seized any 
boor, rxccnnfs or omer documents which 
•nav be coo hlema n’ses.-fl’Y f or an enquiry 
into the alleged contravention or any of 
the provisions cf this order, o~ the condi- 
tions of any licence granted thereunder; 


(2) The provisions of section 102 and 103 of the. 
code of the Criminal Procedure 1898 (V of, 
1898), relating to search and seizure shall, so 
rar as may be, apply to searches and seizures ’ 
under this clause.

3. (i) The licensee shall, except when specially ex- 
empted by the Collector or by the licensing authority in 
this behalf, maintain a register of daily accounts for each 
of the toodgrams mentioned in paragraph I, showing 
correctly — 

(a) file opening stock on each day; 

(b; die quanii.ies received on each day showing 
the place from where and the source from whioh 
receiv ed; 

(c) the quantities delivered or otherwise removed 
on each day showing the places of destination; 

(d) the doting stock on each day. 

(ii) The licensee shall complete his accounts for each 
day on the day to which they relate, unless prevented 
by reasonable cause, the burden ot proving which shall 
be upon him. 

(hi ) A licensee who is a producer himself shall sepa- 
rately show the stock, of his own produce in the daily 
account, if such stocks are stored in his business premis- 
es. 

4. (i) The licensee, if he is a wholesaler, shall ex- 
cept when specially exempted by the Collector or by an 
Officer authorised by the Collector in this behalf, sub- 
mit to the licensing authority concerned a true return, 
in form ‘C’ ot the stocks, receipts and deliveries of each 
of the foodgrains every fortnight (1st to 15th and 16th 
to end of the month) so as to reach him within five 
days after die close of the fortnight. 

(ii) The licensee, if he is a retailer, shall, except when 
specially exempted by the Collector or by an Officer 
authorised by the Collector in this behalf, submit to the 
licensing authority concerned a true return in Form D 
of the stock receipts and deliveries of each of the food- 
grains every month 30 as to reach him within five days of 
the close of the month. 

5. The licensee shall not contravene the provisions of 
the Dadra & Nagar Haveli Foodgrains Dealers Licensing 
Order, 1966 or any law relating to foodstuffs issued 
from time to time. 

6. The licensee shall not contravene the provisions of 
any law relating to foodstuffs for the time being in force.

8. The licensee shall exhibit at the entrance or some 
other prominent place of his business premises, the price 
hst of foodgrains held by him for sale. Such price list 
shall be legibly written in the principal language of the 
locality concerned. It should indicate separately the prices 
of different varieties of foograkis, 

9. The licensee if he is a wholesaler shall sell food- 
grains only to retailers (including himself if he holds a 
retailer’s licence also) who are registered with him and to 
Bulk consumers who purchase in bulk a bag or more and 
in accordance with such directions as the licensing autho- 
rity or. any officer authorised by that authority in this 
behalf, may given from time to time. The register of 
retailers shall be in form ‘E’. 

The wholesaler shall keep a separate register of trans- 
actions with the bulk consumers and mention therein 
their correct names addresses and other details to prove 
their identity. 

10. The licensee shall, except when specially exempted 
by the Collector or by the licensing authority in this 
behalf, issue to every customer a correct receipt or in- 
voice, as the case may be giving his own name, address 
and licence number the name, addresses and licence 
number (if any) of the customer, the date of transaction, 
the quantity sold, the price per quintal and the total 
amount charged and shall keep a duplicate of the same 
to be available for inspection on demand by the licens- 
ing authority or any officer authorised by it in this 
behalf. 

11. The licensee shah give ail facilities at all reasonable 
Limes to the licensing authority or any officer authorised 
by it or the Collector for the inspection of his stocks and 
accounts at any shop, godown or other place used by

12. Tire licensee shall comply with any direction that 
may be given to him by the Collector in regard to pur- 
chase, sale and storage for sale of foodgrains and in 
regard to the language in which the register, returns, price 
list, receipts or mvotce mentioned in paragraphs 3, 4, 8 
or 9 shall be written and the authentication and mainten- 
ance of the register mentioned in paragraph 8 and 9. 

13. The licensee shall in a case where he functions in 
a regulated market abide by such instructions relating 
to his business as are given by the marketing authority 
having jurisdiction, and in any other case by such body 
as may be recognised by tbe Collector in this behalf. 

14. The licensee shall not sell or offer to sell in any 
locality any foodgrain at a price higher than that fixed 
for sale of that foodgrain in such locality by the Central 
Government or the Collector in pursuance of any power 
conferred by law. 

15. (i) Notwithstanding any thing contained in para- 
graph 9, a licensee holding a wholesalers' licence when 
he sells foodgrains. 

(a) which were purchased by him as processor, or 
their being processed; or 

(aa) which were purchased by him in auction or by 
negotiation in a regulated market; or 

(b) which are imported by him from outside the 
Union Territory; or 

(c) which were purchased by him in his capacity as 
a broker, commission agent or any other agent 
having authority to sell any foodgrains on be- 
half of his principal; 

Shall not effect more than one transaction of sale in 
respect of the same stock of foodgrains with more than 
one wholesaler. 

(ii) Where the licensee being the holder of a whole- 
salers’ licence, has purchased foodgreins from a whole- 
saler in accordance with clause (1) he shall not sell the 
foodgrains so purchased except in accordance with para- 
graph 9, 
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Provided that the licensing authority may permit such 
a licensee to effect one more transaction of sale in respect 1

No. FD/F.III/ 2-44/3457/66 — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 34 of the Court Fees Act, 
1870 as extended to the LTnion Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu, the Lieutenant Governor of Gca, Daman and 
Diu hereby makes the following rules for regulating the 
supply and sale of court fee stamps, for determining the 
persons by whom such sale is to be conducted and for 
prescribing the duties and remuneration of such persons. 

1. These rules may be called the Goa. Daman and 
Diu Court Fee Stamps Supnly and Sale Rules, 
1966 and shall come info force on 1st June 1966. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnan* 
in the subject or context: — 

(1) “Schedule” means a schedule appended to 
these rules. 

(2) “Vendor” means a stamp vendor appointed 
under these rules. 
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(3) “Government” means Government of the 
Union Territory of Goa, Taman and Diu.

the Indian Stamp Act, 1499. 

3. For the purpose of these rules .si amps are divided 
into ; 

(I) Impressed stamps, 

(7.) Adhesive stamps. 

Stamps of class (1) and (2) shall be sold to the public 
by ex-officio or licensed vendors in the manner herein- 
after prescribed, 

4. (1) “The Government" may appoint certain officers 
to be ex-officio vendors, 

(2) ffx-officio vendors shall sell such stamps as rnay be 
directed- 

(3) The treasurer of each treasury and sub-treasury 
shall be an ex-officio vendor. 

5. (1) The Collector or any other officer empowered 
by the Government in this behalf may appoint, on appli- 
cation, certain persons to be licensed vendors. 

(2) Licensed vendors holding licenses for sale of stamps 
shall sell stamps between 10 a.m. and 5,30 p.m. on week 
days : 

Provided that the Collector may vary the above hours 
of sale in any particular case : 

Provided further, that licensed vendors may not sell 
stamps on public holidays. 

6. ( 1 ) Ex-officio vendors shall not be required, except 
in the localities where there are no licensed vendors, to 
sell Court fee stamps of lower value than 250 rupees 
each. 

(2) No licensed vendor shall sell any impressed Court 
fees stamps of the value of Rs. 250,00, or upwards, excent 
under a licence granted to him in this behalf with the 
previous sanction of Government. 

7. Every licence shall, be revocable at any time by 
Government or by the authority granting it. Every 
licence shall specify the name of the licensee, the descrip- 
tion of stamps which may be sold under the licenco and 
the place of vend and it shall be signed by the authority 
granting it. The licence shall be in ihc form in Sche- 
dule A. 

8. (1) AH licensed vendors shall execute a security 
bond in the form in Schedule B. 

(2) The amount of the security shall be fixed in each 
case by the Collector or other authority granting the 
licence but as stamps will ordinarily be supplied to the 
licensees only on payment of ready money, it shall not 
exceed five hundred rupees. 

9. (1) Court fee stamps shall be sold by ex-officio 
vendors to the public for cash. 

(21 Licensed vendors will be required to pay cash 
for Court Fee stamps purchased by them. 

(3) The licensed vendors would obtain their supply 
of stamps from the treasuries and sub-treasuries of ics- 
pective Taluka, 

10. (1) The rate of discount for licensed vendors shall 
be 24 per cent, but in the places where stamps are sold 
by ex-officio vendors such rate shall be only 2 per cent. 

(2) Licensed vendor shall not be allowed any discount 
on the purchase of any stamp exceeding in value of 
Rs. 250 each.

14. No ex-officio or licensed vendor shall sell any 
damps the use of which has been ordered by a competent 
authority to he discontinued. On returning such stamps 
to the depot within six months from the date of such 
order of discontinuance he shall be entitled to receive 
back the value thereof, less any discount which may have 
been allowed. 

15. Every vendor shall keep and render such accounts 
ns may be prescribed by Government and shall allow the 
Collector or any officer duly authorised by the Collector 
or by Government at any time to inspect such accounts 
and the register which he is required to keep under rule 
12 and to examine the slock of stamps in his possession. 

16. (1) Every vendor: —

Rales for Regulating the Number of Stamps to be used for 
Denoting Court-Fees. 

No. FD/FMl/ 2-44/ A / 3443/66 — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 27(b) of the Court-Fees Act, 
1870 (VII of 1870) the Lieutenant Governor of Goa, 
Daman and Diu is pleased to make the following rules for 
regulating the number of stamps to be used for denoting 
any fee chargeable under the said Act, namely: — - 

1. When in the case of fees amounting to less than 
Rs. 25, the amount can be denoted by a single 
adhesive stamp, such fee shall be denoted by a 
single adhesive stamp of the required value. But 
if the amount cannot be denoted by a single 
adhesive stamp or if a single adhesive stamp of 
the required value is not available the next lower 
value available shall be used, and the deficiency 
shall be made up by the use of one or more addi- 
tional adhesive stamps of the next lower value, 
which may be required to make up the exact 
amount of the fee. 

2. When in the case of fees amounting to or exceed- 
ing Rs. 25, the amount can be denoted by a single 
impressed stamp, the fee shall be denoted bv a 
single impressed stamp of the required value. But 
if the amount cannot be denoted by a single im- 
pressed stamp, or if a single impressed stamp of 
the required value is not available an impressed 
stamp of the next lower value available shall be 
used, and the deficiency shall be made up by the 
use of one or more additional impressed stamps 
of the next lower value available which may be 
required to make up the exact amount of the fee 
in combination with the adhesive stamps to make 
up fractions of less than, Rs. 25.

4. When two or more impressed stamps are used to 
make up the amount of the fee chargeable under 
the Court-fees Act, a portion of the subject matter 
shall ordinarily be written on each stamped sheet.

1 , A court-fee stamp shall be deemed to be damaged 

or spoiled if — 

(a) by an accident happening to the same if is 
rendered spoiled and unfit for use; 


(c) by reason of death or from any other cause, a 
transaction which is intended to be effected by 
a writing duly stamped with the proper fee is not 
completed and the writing becomes of no avail; 

(d) the transaction intended by such writing to be 
effected has been effected by some other instru- 
ment on which the proper fee has been paid; 

(e) from any error or informality in the drawing up 
or in the signing of any writing on which the 
proper court-fee stamp has been duly affixed 
and cancelled by any officer of any Judicial or 
Magisterial Court, or any public officer duly- 
appointed to perform the same, the writing is 
returned or rejected by the Court or public office 
to which it was sent or addressed, and the stamp 
has thereby become unfit for use. 

Explanation. — When an impressed stamp and 
an adhesive stamp are used in combination in 
accordance with any rules for the time being 
in force and either of them 19 damaged or 
spoiled in any manner specified in this rule, the 
other stamp may also, at the option of the appli- 
cant, be deemed to have been damaged or spoil- 
ed. 

2. An application for the renewal of damaged, or 
spoiled court-fee stamps shall be made to the Collec- 
tor of Stamps, Panjim. 

3. Any person desiring to have any stamp, which has 
been damaged or spoiled, renewed may make an 
application for the purpose to the officer specified 
in rule 2. Such application shall be made within 
six months from the date on which such stamp was 
damaged or spoiled. On receipt of such application, 
the officer shall, if satisfied that the stamp has been 
damaged or spoiled, cancel such stamp and supply 
to the applicant at his option in lieu thereof one or 
more stamps equal in aggregate value to the damaged 
or spoiled stamps. 

4. Notwithstanding anj'thing contained in rule 3 the 
Collector may, for any special reasons, entertain any 
application for the renewal of any damaged or spoil- 
ed stamp within one year from the date on which 
such stamp was damaged or spoiled. 

5. The officer, to whom an application is made under 
rule 3 or 4, may require Ine applicant to make an 
oral deposition on oath or aflirmation, or to file 
an affidavit, setting forth the circumstances under 
which the claim has arisen, and may also, if such 
officer thinks fit, call for the evidence of any witness 
in support of the statement set forth in any such 
deposition or affidavit. 

6. When on application for ffie renewal of any damaged 
or spoiled stamp an order is passed sanctioning the 
renewal or calling for further evidence in support 
of the application, then if the stamp given in lieu 
thereof is not taken, or if such further evidence is 
not furnished, by the applicant within one year from 
the date of such order, the application shall be 
struck off. 

7. All damaged or spoiled stamps cancelled under 
rule 3, or in respect of which further evidence is not 
furnished as required under rule 6, shall be forward- 
ed for destruction to the Superintendent of Stamps, 
Panjim. 

8. These rules shall not apply to stamps used in the 
High Court, 

9. These rules shall come into force on 1st of June 
1966.
